‘REGAINS HEALTH 


Former Librarian. Was for 
Three Years as Helpless 
as an Infant. 











HIS BRAIN IS CLEARED 


Apoplexy, and Mental Ail- 
ments Overcome by Skill 
Of Physicians. 


Frederick N. Crunden) former Pubtic 
Librarian of Sst. Louis, has been 
brought back from the grave and is re- 


covering from mental and physical ail- 


ments which have kept him in St. 
Luke’s Hospital for more than three 
years. 

Hope for the former librarian’s re- 
covery was at one time so far aban- 
doned that the Library Board gave his 
name to one of the new branch ii- 
braries, in recognition of the services he 
performed in developing the city's li- 
brary system. This is an honor not 
usually accorded to the living, and the 
board intended the branch to serve as 
his memorial after his death, which was 
then daily expected. 

An utter lapse of mental faculties, 
so far as the physicians in charge could 
judge, followed Crunden’s nervous 
breakdown three years and three months 
ago. An attack of apoplexy at the 
same time robbed him of the use of 
his limbs. 

For two years his mind was a blank 
and he was as helpless as an infant. 
He emerged from this state, and his 
advancement has been rapid, and he 
now reads and talks with the few 
friends and relatives who have been 
permitted to visit him. 

Rides in Wheel Chair. 

His physical health has come back 
more siowly, but Dr. W. BH. Wischel, 
who has treated him through his long 
illness, has lately been encouraged by 
his improvement in this regard. He 
has not recovered the use of his legs; 
but it is believed he will do so. A 
wheel chair is now his means of loco- 


' motion, and it is hoped he will soon 


be able’to take short walks. 

Mrs. Crunden, 
North Pendleton avenue, told a reporter 
satutdat ecann of her husband's mar- 
velous recovery. 

“It is true that my husband is mach 
better,” she said. “I have every hope 
that he will soon be able to leave the 
hospital. Of course, he will never 
be able- to reassume his former ac- 
tivities. He has undergone an opera- 
tion to straighten his legs. This was 
to remove the effects of a stroke of 
paralysis. Tendons were cut out back 
of the knees, which straightened the 
limbs. Now it is a matter of strength- 
ening them. Dr. Nat Allison, an ortho- 
pedic specialist, is attending my hus- 
band with Dn Fischel, and we are all 
hopeful of success. 

Interested in Current News. 
‘‘My husband has regained entire pos- 
session of his faculties. He reads the 
newspapers every day, and is keenly in- 
terested in all the current events both 
at home and abroad. He has taken 
much interest in the recent English 
political discussions.”’ 

Crunden was stricken with apoplexy 
in New York in April, 196. His wife 
was taking him to Italy in search of 
health. Overwork in obtaining the $1,- 
000,000 donation of Andrew Carnegie 
for the public library, and the worry 
attendant upon securing the passage 
of a charter amendment to maintain it 
and its branches undermnied his con- 
stitution. He was prevailed on to quit 
work and rest, but not until teo late. 

Crunden’s professional acquaintance 
extends beyond this country to the 
capitals of Europe... Hig connection 
with the public library commenced in 
1877, when it was known as the public 
school library, being maintained by the 
Board of Education. Before his ap- 
pointment as librarian, he was an in- 


| structor in the High School. 


Some time after hope for his recov- 
ery was abandoned, Arthur E. Bost- 
wick was named as his successor in the 
position of: librarian.

attack by a robber on Mrs. David 
Thornton, @ man last evening entered 
the home of Allen E. Williams; 123A 
South Grand avenue, and took $20, 
frightening Mrs. Williams so that she 


remained unconscious nearly © three 


hours, 

Williams’ home ifs within a few biocks 
of the flat at 3553A Vista avenue, which 
was the scene of the Thornton robbery. 
Wiliams is a yardmaster for the Frisco 
Railroad. Edward 8. Haley, whose 
wife was with Mrs. Thornton when 


the robber entered the latter’s room, is 
a boss in the Frisco yards. 
_ The two cases in the same neighbor- 
hood, so near together in time, have 
aroused the South Grand avenue neigh- 
borhood between Chouteau and Lafay- 
ette avenues, and a force of city de- 
tectives worked last night on the two 
mysteries, the first of which became 
more puzzling in the light of the se¢- 
ond. 
Falls at Sight of Robber. 

Mrs. Willlams was alone in her flat 
at 5 p. m. yesterday when the front 
doorbell rang. She went downstairs, but 
saw no one, and after going back up- 
stairs she went down the back statr- 
way to the basement to replenish the 
fire. 

Returning upstairs, she saw a man 
standing before her bureau. She fel! 
screaming ‘to the floor, the man disap- 
peared, and downstairs neighbors found 
Mrs. Williams in a stupor. <A purse 
which she“said had contained $2 was 
found empty on the floor. 

Detectives. questioned Mrs. Haley 
closely yesterday, to get fuller details 
af: how’ a negro tied her while another 
fan was robbing and brutally handling 
her neighbor, Mra. Thornton, in. the 
Vista avenue fiat. Mrs. Thornton was 
in bed .with a broken leg at the time. 
The robber took $200 from her room, 
~ Miss. Della Stanton, who occupies 
the flat downstairs, said she respond- 
ed as soon as she heard Mrs. Haley 
call, and found her tied. Mrs. Haley 
told policemen ‘that she screamed 
while the negro was thrusting her 
into a rear room. 

Inquiry showed that Mrs. Haley, who 
was sitting on Mrs. Thornton's bed, 
showing the invalid a set of postcards 
when the robber entered, was then 
making the first call which she had 
made since Mrs. Thornton was injured, 
on Thanksgiving day. The Haley and 
Thornton families, with another family, 
occupied the flat. 

Said She Started for Help. 

According to the story told by the two 
women, Mrs. Haley was walking out as 
the robber entered, and he brushed by 
her without molesting her and attacked 
thé woman on the bed. 

Mrs. Thornton refused at first to tell 
where her purse was, believing that 
Mrs. Haley would call help. That was 
Mrs. Haley’s intention, she explains, but 
she says she was prevented by the ne- 
gro, who seized her as she got outside 
the door. 

She has since qualified her statement 
by saying she was so excited she did 
not know whether the man who seized 
and later bound her was white or black. 
Mrs. Haley was away from home last 
night and had not returned at an early 
hour today.. 

Thornton, the husband of the dis- 
abled woman, had been calleqd away 
from the house by a telephone mes- 
sage that a friend by the name of 
Hall had been hurt in a street car ac- 
cident. 

The telephone was listed in the 
name of Mra. Reno Auer, the third 
tenant of the flat. Only an acquaint- 
ance of the household, it was believed, 
would have known that Thornton 
could be reached through Mrs. Auer’s 
telephone, , 

The message was a decoy one, as 
Thornton foung on reaching the*Hall 
home that no accident had occurred. 

Harsh treatment was used in mak- 
ing Mrs. Thornton give up her money. 
She was dragged about the floor, her 
assailant being heedless of the pain 
caused to her broken and only partly 
healed ifmb. 

Assailant Wore Mask, 

Mrs. Thornton said her assallant was 
a masked man with his coat turned itn- 
side out, and that he remainded her in 
physical appearance df a man she had 
geen. He took the money from a chate- 
laine bag, where she had placed $17, and 
from a suit case, where the rest of the 
$200 was kept. 

Bdward Haley, an employe in the 
Frisco yards nearby, was not found 
there when a message telling him of 
the robbery and of the tying of his 
wife was sent to’ the yards. He ap- 
peared later and said he had been in 
the neighborhood of tHe Merchants 
Bridgé on business.

Swindiers Quitting Busines, 

“The two purposes of this crusade)” 
he said, “are to drive the perpetra- 
tors of these frauds out of business, 
and to arouse the publife to the neces- 
sity of guarding against them. 

“We are succeeding in both these 
purposes. The proprietors of these 
concerns, who used to shift from one 
line of fraud to another and from one 
location to another, are now quitting 
business and trying to make terms 
of immunity with the Federal pros- 
ecutors. 

“And the people are learning cau- 
tion about their investments, so much 
so that some firms which we have 
not attacked are complaining that 
their business has suffered. Yester- 
day some officers of a West Virginia 
oll eompany sought an interview with 
me and told my secretary that they 
wanted me to give their concern a 
clean bill of health, as their inves- 
tors had grown suspicious, Of course 
I eould do nothing of the sort, as I 
knew nothing about their business. 
All I could do was to assure them 
that if their business was,a worthy 
one, it would be the gainer in the end 
by the extermination ef the bogus 
of] companies. 

“The get-rich-quick swindliers have 
had an easy way of getting rich quickly. 
The old system of issuing fraud orders 
was not effective By the time the 
necessary evidence for a fraud order 
was obtained, the promoter would have 
‘cleaned up’ on one enterprise and would 
be ready for another.

CHICAGO, Dec, 3—Henry ©. Emery, 
chairman of the Tariff Commission, te- 
night gave the first official utterance 
regarding the definite aims of that body 
in an address made before members 
of the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce, following a banquet at the Cona- 
greas Hotel. 

He made a strong plea for a perma- 
nent tariff board or commission, free 





|from partisan influence, to conduct an 


extended investigation into the indus- 
trial effects of tariff and then to revise 
the various schedules without partisan 
interference. 

Chairman Eimery’s address was the 
first official utterance of the definite 
aims of the Tariff .Board and the 
methods it intends to employ. It can 
be assumed that he spoke for ard 
with, the approval of President Taft. 
He made a clear, strong plea for @ 
permanent tariff board or commis- 
sion, free from partisan influences, to 
meet the growing opinion: that a 
new agency should be provided by 
the Government under which im- 
partial inquiry might be carried out. 

How Work Ise Divided. 

The main work of investigating 
the industial effects of our tariff has 
been divided into three main parts, 
he said, requiring three sets of inves- 
tigators of different types. The first 
part is the collection of facts re- 
garding each dutiable article, show- 
ing the character and localization of 
its production at’ home and abroad, 
statistics of output, imports and ex- 
ports, rates of duty reduced to ad 
valorem terms, and the like. 

The second part of the work Is the 
collection of data regarding cost of 
production at the mill The third 
consists of obtaining information 
from the best experts available re- 
garding home and foreign prices, lo- 
cal ‘variations in each industry and 
the general conditions of competition 
at home and abroad. 

The first part of the work, he said, 
can be pushed rapidly, but the second 
part, and to some extent, the third, 
must be concentrated for the time 
being on a few main lines of inquiry, 
and serge out with caution.

cided to concentrate,’’ said the Speaker, 
“for the moment on schedule M (pulp 
and paper), schedule K(woo! and wool- 
ens) and schedule G (farm products).

Sheriff Bankston recently was ar- 
rested in Cairo and was liberated this 
morning.

Slayer of Elght-Year-Old 
Alma Kellner Escapes the 
Death Penalty. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 3. — Joseph 
Wendling was found guilty here tonight 
of the murder of Alma Kellner, an 8- 
year-old girl. The jury fixed his pun- 
ishment at life imprisonment. 
Wendling was captured in California 
after a 10,000 mile chase. He claimed 


that as he was 4&4 citizen of France he 
should be tried in the Federal Court, 
but this was denied him. The girl's 
body was not found for weeks after 
she disappeared and it was believed she 
had been kidnaped. 

The body was found, dismembered, in 
the basement of a church where Wend- 
ling had been employed as janitor. 

Calls Him a Perjurer. 


The case was given to the jury this 
evening at 6 o’clock. Commonwealth's 
Attorney Huffaker made the closing 
argument. He described Wendling as 
the murderer of Alma Kellner and as a 
perjurer who had not told the truth 
about anything. 

Attorney Ray in his closing &rgu- 
ment for the defense had advanced 
the theory that the plumber who 
found the body might have placed it 
in the cellar to get the reward. The 
prosecutor ridiculed this theory.

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KELLOGG ARGUES 
FOR DELIVERY OF 


FREIGHT AT DOOR 


Declares Shippers - With 
Tracks Are Entitied to 
Payment for Service. 


A ST. LOUIS CASE 


Manufacturers’ Railway 
Gets a Hearing Before In- 
terstate Commission. 





By Wire From the Washington 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Deo. 3—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission took under 
consideration today the case of the 
Manufacturers ¢ Railway against the 
Iron Meuntain Railway and come thirty 
other reads which enter St. Louls. The 


closing arguments en behalf ef the 
manufacturers’ line were made by Frank 
Kellogg, who explained before his ap- 
pearance was entered that his relation 
to the case was not‘ that of attorney 
for intervenors but as amicus curiae, 
representing cliente interested in the 
Manufacturers’ Railway contention as 
a general principle ef transportation 
law. 

Summarizing his argument at the con- 
glusion Kellogg sald what he was seck- 
ing for his clients is for the commis- 
sion to lay a rule as to the legality of 
intra-freight payments to railways of 
the class and charcater not only of the 
Manufacturers’ Rallway, with a certain 
diversity as to its olientage but in gen- 
eral instances where there is actual 
freight moving and switching within 
the meaning of the term between the 
tracks of the common carrier and up 
to the very doors of the plant. . 

Kellogg argued that in instances 
where a railroad set a freight tariff 
that such rate must be considered to 
include actual delivery at the factory 
or warehouse store door. Where such 
delivery was not contemplated and the 
consignee or the shipper provided tracks 
and power for the consummation of such 
delivery, he was entitled to payment 
for such service in such amount as was 
not unduly discriminatory. 

Rate Called Unreasonable. 

Commissioner Harlan here recited the 
instance of a big manufacturing plant 
in Illinois, situated at a considerable 
distance from a railway, which had con- 
structed its own line to tracks to ob- 
viate the greater expense of teaming 
charges. He said that the railways had 
allowed this concern a share in the rate 
out of which within a year the net re- 
duction of the freight bills amounted to 
approximately $100,000. ““Thia,’* said Har- 
lan, ‘“‘was the equivalent of undue dis- 
crimination against the neighboring con- 
cerns not enjoying the participation.” 

“Then,” declared Kellogg, “the rate 
allowed this concern was unreasonable. 
The rate should have been cut. The 
legality of the principals involved here 
is indisputable. The voice in this par- 
ticular Hes not In the law, but in the 
unjust degree of participation in the 
rate permitted to this shipper.” 

Kellogg’s position was accepted in the 
main by the attorneys of the interested 
carriers. They admitted the point that 
the rallways made allowances to indus- 
trial railway lines, not common car- 
riers. The point made by the railroad 
attorneys was that the Commission has 
no powér to say that the railways must 
grant such allowance. In other words, 
the rallroads admit that the act is per- 
missible, but not mandatory. 

Henry G. Herbel, for the Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad, followed Kellogg. He re- 
lated the history of the growth of the 
Anheuser-Busch Assoctation. He told of 
the early efforts of the brewing aasoci- 
ation to get the municipal concession 
necessary to the construction of its rail- 
way. 


Has Three Locomotives. 

Herbel contended that except for the 
one line of the Manufacturer’s Ratl- 
way, running north on Second street 
from Dorcas street, the whole business 
of the line was the business of the 
brewing association and its subsidiary 
concerns. 

“Can you make us pay the Anheu:e-- 

Busch A@sociation for an exclusively in- 
ner-plant service?” he demanded. “Do 
you mean that all the blocks of real ea- 
tate on their road are the properties of 
the Busch family or the brewing asso- 
clation?” queried Commissioner Har- 
lan, 
“No, aire,” replied Herbel. “But s0 
many of thetn are owned by therm or 
elee in them the brewing association 
has the biggest interest.” 

Herbel wanted the Commissioner to 
feel that tt made no difference if the 
brewing association brought its freight 
to the lines of the Iren Mountain Rali- 
road by means of a steam horse or a 
natural horse. 

“The. Manufacturers’ Railway pos- 
gesses three icoomotives, Not a sin- 
gle car, no Gepote, warehouses and 
no bills of lading were given to any 
one. It would be,” said Hebel, “ex-

He warned the commission that !t was 
in danger of having the real issue of 
the case obscured by the clever argu- 
ments of the opposing counsel. 

“The fact,’’ said Judge Cowan, “the 
real meat of this question, is that if 
the commission decides against the Man- 
ufacturers’ Railway in this contention 
it guarantees to the Iron Mountain 
Railroad Co. a monopoly of the freight 
traffic of all South St. Louis.”

Scarlatina Reaps Five Victims, 
While Pneumonia Is Fatal 
to Many. 


Ftve deaths from. scarlatina were 
included in the total of 184 reported 
in St. Louis tm the seven days end- 
ing yesterday. Thirty-three, or 17 
per cent, were charged to pneumonia 
which, since the coming of cold 
weather, has been the most conspicu- 
ous factor in the mortality. 

Nineteen persons died of tuberou- 
losis, six from bronchitis, two from 
diphtheria, the same number from 
typhoid fever and two from alcohol- 
ism Diseases of the stomach were 
fatal in 13 cases. 

Seven persons took their lives in 
the course of the week. There were 
10 accidental deaths and one homi- 
cide. i 

While the mortality decreased 16, 
compared with the previous seven 
days, the number of births grew 
from 274 to 807 in the same period.

Wolverines Must Rejoin Con- 
ference or Be Dropped 


From Minnesota Schedule. 

CHICAGO, Iil., Dec. 8—Members of 
the Western Intercollegiate Conference 
Athletic Association today unanimously 
adopted a resolution for bidding “‘con- 
ference” teams playing games with in- 
stitutions outside of the association. 
This is the most drastic action taken 
since 1906 and bars the.University of 
Michigan. 

Unless Michigan comes back inte the 
conference, the resolution ends forever 
its hopes of scheduling athletic contests 
with conference colleges.

Found ft Difficult te Order. 

He is a young man of excellent habits 
and believes that ff a man aesires suc- 
cess in life he must rise early in che 
morning. The only trouble with this 
echeme was that his manager, who was 
elready a success, did not care to rise 
till several hours later, and, as he could 


Of course, this made a difference in 
every shot. 
A Poor Safety Player. 

Another difficulty he has at present, 
which his manager says is his greatest 
weakness, is that of playing the balis 
safe. In Mexico he was so far superior 
to the other players that he could sim- 
ply cut loose and attempt all kinds of 
brilliant shots without ever a thought 
of trying to leave them safe. Conse- 
quently, that is one point where he 
finds that the players here all have an 
advantage over him, as they have 
studied that part of the game just as 
much as any other. But he is studying 
that phase of the game now, and much 
improvement can be noted in his play 
since he arrived in St. Louis, a month 
ago. 

The strongest point tn his play is his 
wonderful reverse English He has 
opened the eyes of many of the players 
in the National Amateur. Billiard 
League by some of the remarkable 
shots he has executed when using it.

ing Club of America, in his Premier 
car, has completed one of the most

avenue plans to cross the Atlantic in 
an airship, a feat which Walter Well- 
man, after many years of study and 
work, failed to accomplish, 

Treasider will add a hose to his 
airship and plans to use the power of 
the ocean to help him across. Thereby 
he does away with the Wellman 
equilibrator which hung under the 
airship and bounded along the billows 
to the great discomfort and distress 
of the ocoupants of the airship. 

Tressider’'s airship plan is modeled 
along the sarie lines as Wellman’s, 
but Tressider counted the, Wellman 
equilibrator as a liability rfther than 
an asset. Wellman’s equilibrator oon- 
sisted of tanks filled with gasoline. 
The tanks rode the waves. After 
Wellman’s ill-fated voyage, his com- 
panions declared that the jar produced 
on the machine threatened to beat it 
to pleces, and.they were rendered de- 
eldedly uncomfortable. 

Ocean Water for Ballast. 

Instead of tanks for gasoline, Tres- 
sider’s equilibrator is compagsed of ons 
empty tank. When he gets up high 
and wants to come down, he says, he 
will let down a hose through which 
he will pump water from the ocean 
into the equilibrator-tank. This will 
make additi¢M&l ballast which will 
bring the airship down.

Three special. exhibitions of pictures 


were installed in the City Art Museum 
in Forest Park Saturday and are open 
to the public this afternoon. Two are 
insistent collections, in which there is 
forceful painting, variety of subject 
and a direct appeal to human interest.

assed as a Realist. 
‘Philip Lite whose 45 large pictures 


are hung in gallery 16 in the east wing, 
is as distinctly an American~ painter, 
probably, as any artist living, and per- 
haps as ultra-modern. An advance copy 
of the catalog tells that he has never 
pursued elusive art in the more or less 
classic studios of the famous Quartier 
Latin, as all correct artists really and 
truly possessed of the divine afflatus 
are generally supposed to do, but is 
for the most part a self-made painter. 
Even in this country, it is stated, Mr. 
Little had only a few months of that 
academic training which is supposed to 
lay the only reliable foundation for an 
accomplished painter. 

But, however he learned to do it. Mr. 
Little can paint the vibrating air, the 
dancing sunshine and the insistent wild- 
ness of the wind-blown coast of Maine. 
He paints the Mississippi, too, but very 
difierentiy from the St. Louis artist, 
Frederick Oakes Sylvester. His pictures 
show that what appeals to Mr. Little Its 
not the quiet poetry of the wide-spread- 
ing river, but the restless combat of the 
elements and the rugged features of 
nature which tell the story of those 
opposing forces, 


Claxsed as a Realist 
In the eyes of artists, and students, 


every painter mus@®be classified accord- 
ing to the temperament he exemplifies 
and the viewpoint with which he looks 
upon what he paints, or according to 
the technical influences disclosed in his 
work. Thus Mr. Little may be called 
a realist, because his mind is taken up 
with painting actualities, things which 
he really sees, and with impressing upon 
us their reality. Yet he paints in a vi- 
brant manner which shows how much 
the advanced modern school of realists 
are indebted to French iinpressions for 
the power to illustrate the effects - 
light. 

The only local painter with whom Mr. 
Little can be compared, give the pub- 
lic a closer idea of these pictures, is Mr. 
Dawson- watson. Mr. Watson, however, 
is more purely an impressionist, who 
seems to be less impressed by the hard 
facts in nature, while he is more in- 
clined to give his fancy rein in inter- 
preting the idyllic qualities of the land- 
séape. : 

BRogert’s Pictures Very Different. 

It takes no critic to see that George 
H. Bogert’s pictures, in gallery 30 in 
the west wing, are violently different. 
Yet violent is an ftnappropriate word to 
apply to Mr. Bogert’s meditative paint- 
ings. Despite vivid sunset coloring in 
some of them they are comparatively 
with none of the vi- 
brating, shimmering light effects that 
assert themselves in Mr. Little’s can- 
vases and none of the rugged obtrusion 
of nature’s corners and angles and 
homelier features. They are subjective 
and seductive pictures in which the art- 
ist lures the beholder by modifying nat- 
ural effects to make poetry, Mr. Lit- 
tle’'s pictures being of eternity, while 
Mr. Bogert’s pictures converse of the 
now. 

Mr. Bogert is not so much concerned 
with telling us about objective nature. 
He rather interprets the emotions which 
the landscape induces in the poet. His 
sunsets are fine color and eloquent with 
elegiac feeling. His picturés are like 
musical compositions, the trees, pools 
or fields being carefully balanced notes, 
arranged to make a harmony and the 
tonality representing the key of the 
composition. In Mr. Bogert’s collection 
there is beautiful painting, but to com- 
mare these painters is like comparing 
Coleride and Rudyard Kipling. They 
prove that in art, as in literature, there 
is lots of room. 

Lippincott’. Pictures Varted. 

Very different from either of these 
striking and insistent exhibitions is a 
collection by William H. LAppincott. in 
galleries 18 and 19. Here a variety of 
subjects is treated, from a pictorial and 
illustrative standpoint, in nearly a 
hundred and fifty pictures. Some of the 
canvases are large, but many are small 
enough for the smallest flat of the St. 
Louis art lover. 

A gratifying little exhibition, because 
it shows the remarkable progress of 
& young St. Louis artist, is the col- 
lection of etchings by Charles K. Glee- 
son. As @ clever young student of the 
St. Louis School of Fine Arts, Mr. Glee- 
son aroused the interest of the instruc- 
tors, of artists and others, who looked 
over the occasionally exhibited work of 
the pupils of the school, because of his 
progress in draftsmanship. His - figure

Difficulty in 
securing ancient eggs led to an in- 
vestigation by the.tanners who find that 
these eggs, after being treated chemi- 
cally, are now used in baking cakes. 
The tanners estimate that nearly 3,000,000 
pounds of bad eggs are used annually 
in this city and in New York City in 
cake baking. 

In New York there is a system of **li- 
censing” these egg breakers by the egg 
inspectors and as a result of this graft 
the supply of old eggs the tanners were

) Lawyers who, in future years, plead technicali- 
ties in the courts of Oklahoma are likely to find 
their path to favorable decision hard to f@low.

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DR. WILSON’S EXPERIMENT. 

While attending the Conference of Governors in 
Kentucky, Dr. Woodrow Wilson disclosed the fact 
that he is determined to try in New Jersey the 
most interesting and important experiment ever 
tried in that State, if not in any other. When 
inaugurated Governor, he says that he intends to 
“show the people what Jeffersonian Democracy 
really is.” . | 

As a historian, educator and philosopher, Dr. 
Wilson is so competently educated himself for this 
experiment that no one else could be imagined 
more so. Certainly Jefferson himself did not more 
fully appreciate the benefits of “government which 
will prevent men from injuring each othér and 
leave them otherwise free.” 

This ranks in politics with the Golden Rule in 
réligion in summing the highest justice and its 
utmost possibilities into the fewest and simplest 
words. Yet, unfortunately, its logical and con- 
sistent application in American polities is still an 
untried experiment. As President of the United 
States, Jefferson himself tried logically, up to the 
point when he found that he had failed so incon- 
sistently, to keep in line with his own Jeffersonian 
principles that he begged for a change in the Con- 
stitution of the United States to set his mind at 
rest on a single inconsistency. No one else thought 
this worth whilg and his mind never was set at 
rest on that or any other inconsistency. 

Still, to the last he believed logically in a gov- 
ernment which “will prevent men from injuring 
each other and leave them otherwise free.” When 
Goy. Wilson introduces this Jeffersonian Democ- 
racy practically in New Jersey politics, it will be 
the beginning of a Golden Age, under which the 
Golden Rule itself may have a better opportunity 
tc become self-enforcing than it has ever had in 
or out of politics.

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THE HOUSE OF GOVERNOBS. 

The conference of the House of Governors in 
Louisville was redeemed from meaninglessness 
by the action taken on the last day. Not only 
was the decision to hold the next auunal con- 
ference in an out-of-the-way place where egter- 
tainmefit could not interfere with the business 
an important step, but the framework of an 
organization was perfected. Henceforth pro- 
ceedings will be systematized and the discussion 
will be removed from extemporaneous and hap- 
hazard initiation and confined to a class of 
approved and selected subjects assigned long 
before the meeting. : 

Thus there will be developed a regular pro 
gram and out of the discussion of well-chosen 
topics may come the concerted action which will 
be influential in securing the desired . end— 
uniformity of state legislation and policies. 
We can conceive a situation in which a gov. 
ernor’s commendatory message, having the in- 
dorsement of the House of Governors, would 
have new force and move even a reluctant leg- 
islature to speedy action. “ 

Working to the best advantage the “overnors’ 
organization may become the medium through 
which the States will regain authority. lost 
through indifference or neglect, and bring to 
solution problems which can be satisfactorily 
solved only by identical action in all the States. 
Homogeneous and well balanced statutes and 
policies would succeed the hodgepodge of con- 
flicting rules in force today, leave the Federal 
congress free to consider national affairs and 
pull the foundation from under’such absurd- 
ities as the “new nationalism.” 

These results may be dreams for some time 
to come. Many. views will have to change be- 
fore such a scheme can be evolved in even 
partial perfection. It is a long step forward 
from the. proceedings this year where one five-

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OUEB EARNING CAPACITY. 

If a hundred million people of all ages were 
capitalized at $520 a head, their ability to pay 
6 per ceht dividends on the total after paying 
fixed charges would be accepted as proof that 
popular earning capacity is now increasing be- 
yond all precedents. 

The people of this “country are doing much 
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from Washington, when official statistics are 
published, giving the total capitalization of 
American corporations, doing an interstate busi 
ness, as fifty-two billions ($52,000,000,000) for the 
year ending June 30, 1910. 

With less than 90,000,000 people this year, it ir 
reported that they have paid 6 per cent on this 
capital of ‘fifty-two. thousand million dollars. 
which would average $520 per capita for 100,000.- 
000 people. 

When we have such a total of capital nothing 
more ig needed to demonstrate the fact that it 
ix based chiefly on ihe earning capacity of those 
whom James J. Hill has lately described as 
“having ngthing but their time to sell.” As 


delivered with their time, their earning capacity; 
which during the. past ten years, and in every 
other decade, has averaged an increase in pros- 
perity for the couptry more remarkable than 
anything else except the increase in American 
earning capacity itself. 

As this earning capacity stands now, in proof 
of the increasing intelligence of “hose who have 
time to sell, it is a guarantee that there is both 
intelligence enough and time enough to spare in 
the United States.to take care of the country. 
Our earning capacity bas increased faster even 
than it could be exploited. It will.go on increas- 
ing after. intelligence stops exploitation by the 
return to business methods. 
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It is proposed that Uncle Sam’s paper curren- 
cy be reduced in size, effecting a saving of $600,- 
000 a year. The subsfitution of power presses 
for the hand presses now used in printing bills 
would save an additional $778,000 a year.

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THE SOHOOL AGE. 

The-Bulletin of the State Board of Charities 
and Corrections, giving the proceedings of the 
conference held at Chillicothe, says that the 
question of a constitutional amendment is ap- 
proached with fear and trembling, “but we are 
constrained to recommend removing the lower 
and upper limits upon the age of school attend- 
ance.” The school age, by the constitution, is 
between 6 and 20 years. 

A‘ reason given for permitting attendance he- 
fore 6 ig the early age at which many children 
are compelled to engage in gainful pursuits, A 
reason for permitting attendance after 20 is that 
the “State should not deny the right to any 
person to attend its public, schools ho matter 
what the age.” 

Both reasons are good, but. the 6-year limit 
is more obnoxious than the other. Kindergar- 
ten instruction has developed since the constitu- 
tion was adopted, and by common acceptance 
4 years is the age to begin and at 6 children 
should go into the primary. Compared with other

ential men—Emperor William, Imperial Chancel- 
lor von Bethmann-Hollweg and Herr Ballin, the 
Atlantic shipping king—have powerful rivals in 
a trio of women. 
Frau Krupp and Frau’Stumm hold sway over 
larger army of workers than any 
magnates in the empire. The former is the: head 
of the famous Essen firm of gunmakers. The 
second, though less known, has a still mightier 
ferce of employes at her beck and call in the 
Saar mining district. 

But the most influential woman in the empire 
is Frau Simon, who inherited two great news- 
papers—the Frankfuerter Zeitung-and the Koen- 
igsberger Aligemeine Zeitung—from her father, 
Leopold Sonnemann, who during his life was 
known as “the German press king.”’

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LORD ROTHSCHILD 
IS 70 YEARS OLD 


Head of Famous House of Finan- 


ciers, Still Active, Celebrates 
His Birthday. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 


LONDON, Nov. 24:—Lord: Rothschild, head of the 
world-famous family of financiers, and the first 
Jew to become a peer of the United Kingdom, has 
celebrated his 70th birthday. He is at his office 
daily. Lord Rothschild was born in Piccadilly in 
November, 1840, and succeeded his father, the 
late Baron Lionel de Rothschild, as a Baron of 
the Austrian Empire in 1879, and was himself 
created a Barén of the United Kingdom in 1885. 
Lord Rothschild is Lord Lieutenant of Bucking- 
hamshire and a privy councilor. 

_ The first of the Rothschilds was Meyer Amschel, 

born in the Ghetto at Frankfort. As a clerk in 
Hanover he laid the foundation for the fortune 
of his house by friendship with the Langraf of 
Cassel during the Napoleonic wars. The story is 
that the Langraf, just before invasion of his ter- 
ritory by Napoleon, handed over his entire for- 
tune to Meyer Rothschild, who preserved it from 
the French and used it with advantage to its 
owner and himself. 

Meyer Rothschild had five sons when he died 
in 1812, who -establisgied branches in European 
cities. Anselm remained in Frankfort, Solomon 
went to Vienna, Charles to Naples and James to 
Paris. Nathan came to Manchester before his 
father’s death, and the Rothschild business be- 
gan in London in 1805, Nathan removing to New- 
court in 1810, so that this year not only does 
Lord Rothschild celebrate his seventieth birthday, 
but the firm celebrates the centenary of its estab- 
lishment in its present position. 

Nathan was succeeded by his sons, of whom 
Lionel, the father of Lord Rothschild, was the 
elder. ' : 

Lord Rothscild was educated at Trinity, Cam- 
bridge. He became M. P. for Aylesbury in. 1865, 
and was married th 1867 to a @Qaughter of Charies 
de Rothschild of the Frankfort branch. He was 
rutsed to the peerage by Mr. Gladstone in 1885.

With’ the estates, Count Hermann, who is well 
known in Washington and New York, will as- 
sume, by right, the princely title. 

Count Hermann, whose mother was Helena 
Sabel Susanne Moulton of New York, was first 
secretary of the German Embassy at Washing- 
ton from 1906 to 1908; he was charge d'affaires 
during ‘the last illness of Ambassador Baron Speck 
von Sternburg. Count Hermann, a handsome man 
of fine physique, was a great beau in Washington 
society. : 

He inherits his diplomatic alility from his 
father, who was German Ambassador at London 
when He retired from the service voluntarily. 

Count Paul, his father, married Miss Moulton, 
daughter of Charles Frederick Moulton, a New 
York real estate operator. The couple met in 
Paris. After some years of seemingly happy mar- 
ried life, Count Paul obtained a judicial separa- 
tion. 

The reason for this was never explained. It 
has been asserted that Bismarck, Count Paul's 
patron and fridnd, insisted on the separation; the 
exclusive court circles *here would not receive the 
American Countess on the same footing with her 
husband, and Bismarck feared this would “defeat 
the Count’s success in his profession. 

Whatever the cause of their parting, the Count 
and Countess remained in love. They were mar- 
ried again in 1888 in the preserice of the Dowager 
Empress Frederick and a distinguished company.

The extreme weakness in the Wall 
street market the past week made 
purchasers of local securities ask re- 
ductions in prices before making 
commitments, and the entire list, with 
one or two exceptions, showed a 
slightly lower range. 

Railways preferréd was pressed for 


sale, and in the closing’ sessions drop- 
ped to $39.76, the lowest point reached 
since the break following the passing 
of the dividend. Railways common 
was quoted at $9 for a small lot. 
There was considerable liquidation in 
Railways 4s at $78 and $77.87\%. 


St. Louls Union Trust was a strong 
spot in the bank list, with a small 
sale at $412, and the only offerings 
at $420. The financial district has 
the report that the stockhobders in 
this companhy are to receive an extra 
Christmas dividend in a few days. 

Among the miscellaneous issues 
National Candy common dropped off 
sharply to $18 bid and offers at 
$18.50; and in speculative sources 
there is talk of the two per cent 
dividend on this security being cut 
or passed at the next dividend meet- 
ing in March. The stock, while pay- 
ing two per cent on par of $100, 
and yielding over 10 per cent, has 
declined. steadily from around $25. 

The investment demand in the 
bond market outside of Railways 
4's was mostly confined to the high- 
grade issues. 

Despite the unsettlement in. Wall 
street‘local bankers take an optimis- 
tic view of the outlook. and assert 
that with the enormous grain crops 
to stimulate business, predictions of 
a loan year were not well founded. 

The prosperity in the local banking 
world is shown by extra Christmas 
dividends being paid by several of 
the leading institutions and there 
will be other increased payments by 
the end of the year. 

The eleven months ending with 
November rolled up the largest 
total clearings in the history of St. 
Louis banking institutions. The fig- 
ures showing $3,390,163,179 against 
$3,119,170,876 in 1909 which was a 
previous record. For the month of 
November the clearings reached 
$330,359,542 against $317,774,984 last 
November. 

The total year’s clearings will 
easily break all records, although 
even with the holiday trade to swell 
them in December it is not expected 
they will quite reach the $4,000,000,- 
000 mark which has been the coveted 
goal of local bankers.

The tendency on the part of buyers 
has been to take hold of the heavy- 
weight steers cautiously, but to buy 
more freely of the medium and light- 
weight butcher cattle. As a‘result, 
cattle weighing 1800 pounds or more 
showed considerable weakness and lost 
0c to 15c, compared with last week's 
top, while the butcher weights sold as 
well and closed a little better. The good 
heavy steers are quotable at $5.80 to 
$6.35, with choice perhaps commanding 
above the last-named figure, and year- 
lings selling up to $7.26. 

Cows and heifers were in only moder- 
ate supply, and they sold fairly well 
The demand for meats right now seems 
to be principally for the lighter cuts, 
and because of this buyers are looking 
kindly at heifers and cows. The best 
heifers generally moved at $5.25 to 36. 
Bulk of the receipts, however, sold at 
$4.25 to $4.75. The choice heavy cows 
sold at $4.75 to $5.25, but the bulk 
ranged nearer $3.25 to $4.26. 

Bulls in Demand and Firm. 

Bulls showed little change in price, 
offerings Deing no more than were 
needed. . Buyers. seemed to want ail 
grades of bulls, and the market is hold- 
ing in healthy condition. 

Veal calves advanced, putting on 7% 
‘ents or more. Good vealers sold as 
high as $10, this being the best price 
reached in some time. Desirable calves 
are coming rather sparingly, and as a 
result the salesmen have been able to 
control the situation and obtain ad-

FEDERAL REPORT 


Times-Democtad Gives Bulls 
Setback With Estimate 
of 11,445,000 Bales. 


Cotton opened the week at practically 
Saturday's close. The initial prices were 


slightly better than expected, at an ad- 
vance of 3 to 5 points, as it had been 
rumored Saturday that the crop estimate 
to be issued Monday by the New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat. would be ex- 
tremely bullish. Figures around 11,100,- 
000 to 11,200,000 bales, exclusive of linters, 
were predicted. Consequently when the 
estimate set the crop at 11,445,000 bales 
there was considerable selling by dis- 
appointed longs which sent prices tumb- 
ling during Monday’s trading. 

The close was about the lowest of the 
uay, with*December at 14.82c, January at 
14.77¢c and March at 16.08c, or at a net 
decline of 11 to 14 points. Tuesday's 
market opened at a decline from Mon- 
day’s figures of 7 to 10 points, but 
rallied sharply during the, day on ac- 
count of buying by Wall street interests 
which, it was said, were entering the 
eotton market for excitement, stocks 
being to dull to interest them. ToWard 
the end of the week the market showed 
further losses with prices 15 to 20 points 
net lower for the week. 

Government Report Impertant. 

At present there is littie to stirnulate 
interest in cotton. The trade is looking 
forward with the keenest interest to 
the Department of Agriculture’s final 
estimate of the.crop, whieh will be is- 
sued Dec. 9. In no previous year have 
these figures been of so much Import- 
ance to cotton folk. The wide diversity 
of opinion regarding the size of the 
crop has caused anxiety: for both bulle 
and bears.and. created an unsettled 
sentiment which it seems that nothing 
short of the department's estimate will 
relieve. 

As the figures will be exclusive of 
linters and re-packs the trade is look- 
{he for 11,400,000 to 11.500,000 bales. 
The Liverpool Fxchange has given 
notice that it will re-open on that 
Aay at 6:45 p. m. and remain open 
until 8 p. m, thus giving traders an 
opportunity to act on the report. 


Dry goods trade conditions in this 
country continue decidedly unsatis- 
fectory. Demand for raw cotton from 
American consumers ts at low ebb. 
Many mills are closed and others are 
running on short time. However, 
quite the reverse is true concerning 
the cotton goods trade in Europe, 
particularly England. Manchester 
sends the most glowing reports of 
activity in manufacture and excellent

DRY WEATHER A FACTOR 
IN THE GRAIN MARKETS 





Lack of Moisture and Snow Covering Over the 
| Winter Wheat Belt Is Reflected in 
Rising Prices. 


Dry weather reports from’ the grow- 


ing winter wheat area gave the buyers 
of grain a slight advantage the ‘past 
week. Conflicting foreign uews also 
added to the uncertainty of the short 
position. 

The season has been an unusual one 
all around, and in Oklahoma and the 
bouthwest moisture and snow covering 
is badly needed. It is true that a dry 
seed bed in the fall means a well-rooted 
wheat plant, but too dry weather can 
cause serious deterioration, and there 
is danger of this at present. 

During the week the Oklahoma crop, 
report placed the winter wheat condi- 
tion at 38.6, against 93 last year, but the 
trade discredited the figures as they 
seemed sensationally out of line with 
other official estimates. 


Modern Miller Ballish. 
The Modern Miller, an official and 


correctivelyv conservative . authority, 
however, reports the drouth damage to

An Important Factor. 

A factor of importance, from the 
bear standpoint, and one that is not se- 
curing sufficient attention, is the gen- 
eral liquidation of securities in Wal) 
street and the tendency shown by the 
cost of living to lessen. If, as predict- 
ed by James J. Hill, the year 1911 Is 
to develop hard times, and the ranks 
of the unemployed be largely added to, 
trade competition will force’the prices 
of necessities as well as luxuries lower. 
If this is true, it Is hard to understand 
how the country can expect high prices 
for grain, especially in the face of our 
heavy crops, apd the unusually large 
world’s supplies. 

The statistical position of wheat is 
weak.

‘Many hunted, sweat and 
bled for gold, until its value 
was messured~ by the time- 
men sought for it and did not find it. 

Its elusive uncertainty has been an 
incentive to fraud and graft and its 
history is prolific of schemes. 

Graft in mining has furnished the 
theme for many a story with a “set- 

ting” in the Far West, but the modest 
Ozarke have been the scene of more 
mining frauds than any other équal 
@ ea on earth. , 

It has been going on for a hundred 
and seventeen years and is still vig- 
orous. That long ago—to be exact, 
June 11, 1793—the Baron Carondelet 
gave td Don Joseph Valliers a strip 
of land ten leagues in depth on either 
side of White River, in Arkans&s, and 
Missouri, and extenuing from the 
mouths of the Rivers Cibolos and 
North Grand to the extreme head- 
waters of White River. 

The Spanish Surveyor-General 
Tondreau explored, or pretended to 
explore, the land grant. Whether he 
was instructed to make out a glow- 
ing report on the natural wealth of 
the region or simply let his imagina- 
tion run riot is not known, but he 
reported the “grant” as “abounding 
in gold and silver and precious 
stones.”

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CO-OPERATION AND COTTON. 


What the Farmers’ Educational and Co-Operative Union, 
2,500,000 Members, Expects to Do This Year in a 
Two-Billion-DoHNar Price War. 


, 

HE co-operative movement to control the production and price of 
cotton was started seven years ago in Texas by Newton Gresham. 
It will be the greatest movement of the kind in the wu: Id if it 
carries out the plans it is now working on. As the “Farmeérs’ Educa- 
tional and Co-Operctive Union” tt is opening. cotton warehouses. in 
every State of the South. It announces through its president, Charles 
S. Barrett, of Union City, Ga., that it intends to control the movement 

of this year’s cotton crop from. farm to market. 

It is already organized in the cotton states with co-operative ware- 
houses,-co-operative gins, agencies and banks. Its plan is to warehouse 
cotton to prevent “dumping” it on the market. If necessary to secure 
the “union price,” the cotton is to be held in the warehouse and money 
borrowed by the farmer on the warehouse receipts, which are recog- 
nized by the “FParmers’ Union banks” and most other county banks as 
the best collateral. The union price announced for cotton as the aver- 
age of the cotton year (Sept. 30, 1910, to Aug. 31, 1911) is 16 cents a 
pound. Success in getting it depends on the number of co-operative 
warehouses and the number of bales held in them from this month 
until nezt spring. 

Texas leads, with 321 co-operative warehouses and 136 co-operative 
gins, a co-operative oil mill and unton “clearing houses.” Oklahoma 


- has 23 co-operative unions handling cotton and other products. Arkan- 


sas has 98 union county warehouses, about the same number of co- 
operative cotton gins and seed houses and also co-operative wnion 
banks and stores. Louisiana has invested $100,000 in 48 unian ware- 
houses; Mississippi has 63; Alabama, over 100, costing $400,000; 
Georgia, 134, and also a co-operative union marketing company, sell- 
ing direct to spinners. With a union bank, a co-operative brokerage 
company and a union trust company, South Carolina has 10 union cot- 
ton warehouses. 

North Carolina is now building a co-operative cotton-oil mill and 
warehouses for tobacco as well as for cotton. The union is organized 
in Missouri for controlling cotton raised in the Southeast and for gen- 
eral purposes. In Mississippi it has a central farmers’ warehouse 
company, organized with $1,000,000 capital, and headquarters at Jack- 
son and Memphis. 

The total Co-Operative Union membership, now reported at 2,500,- 
000, extends to 20 states and includes the wives and children of farm- 
ere. 
bales of cotton actually warehoused and held for the “union price.” 

The co-operative control of an average of 25 to 50 bales out of every 
100 produced in the South this year and during. the next five ought, as 
a “mathematical certainty,” to add a cent a pound each year to the 
price. There is nothing surer than this in the situation except the 
mathematical uncertainties of which the cotton situation is always full, 
even no further ahead than nezt week.

This leaves detailed: figures on 
which calculations are based to be 
considereé later. As the movement 
he is directing in 1910 is organized 
with one of its purposes the control 
of the cotton market, Mr. Barrett 
says that with no desire or intention 
of rivaling the Standard Oil Co. or 
the United States Steel Corporation 
in monopoly, the methods of these 
trusts are so far a model for co-op- 
erative plans that “we can profit from 
the constructive lessons they offer 
and reject the practices which have 
placed some of their promoters upon 
an evil eminence in this country.” 

The facts to be considered later are 
not of how far the very best which 
can be borrowed from the co-opera- 
tive organizing methods of high 
financiers will succeed permanently. 
Immediate success would belong to 
the power of 5,000,000 bales of real 
cotton; really warehoused and really 
controlled with nothing more than 
common sense in the use of the rule 
of three. 

In extending its membership. to 
2,500,000 as now claimed, the co-op- 
erative union movement, beginning 
seven years ago in Texas, has now 
reached all the Southern States and 
beyond, until Mr..Barrett writes that 
it has ‘“‘state organizations on the Pa- 
cific coast, state organizations on the 
Atlantic Coast, state organization on 
the Gulf Coast and on the Great 
Lakes.” ! 

This extension to 20 states counts 
greatly in a general plan of education 
for the United States, though only 
indirectly for higher ¢otton _ prices. 
Under the original Texas idea of ed- 
ueation afia co-operation in raising 


cotton states who co-operate by put- 
ting their own cotton into the co- 
operative warehouses and holding it 
there until the “union price” is paid 
for it. 

This is what the so-called “one- 
gallused high financiers” of Texas 
wanted. They concluded that they 
could raise cotton prices as well as 
cotton, and they determined to “do it 
or quit.” They are not quitting yet. 
They are not only raising more cot- 
ton, but more warehouses to hold it 
in for the “union price.” When they 
fixed it at 15 cents a pound they got 
it finally. The rest depends on what 
they can do with their own -cotton 
while it is still in their own hands. 

This is what is to be considered 
finally when it is openly said in New 
York, as it is always hoped in Liver- 
pool, that it is impossible for any 
plan of co-operation the cotton farm- 
ers have in operation this year to add 
another cent to the average price of 
the year’s crop of 11,000,000 bales, 
more or less. 

4 Matter of Mathematics. 

The commercial! arithmetic in which 
the cotton farmers are educating 
themselves becomes very simple after 
a single million of them are _ well 
enough educated to hold an. average 
of five bales each for the “union 
price.” In that case, the rest depends 
mathematically on the number of 
pounds of cotton and. the rate of in- 
crease in its production, compared 
with the number of spindles in the 
cotton factories and their rate of tn- 
crease, ' 

In the 12 months ending June 80, 
1910, Southern cotton to the extent of 
3,206,708,226 pounds was sold to 
Europe and Asia for $450,447,243 cash. 
Most of this cash came through Great 
Britain and Germany, with France, 
Italy and almost every other country 
of Burope and of the “old world” con- 
tributing. 

In 1898 the Southern States raised 
more cotton than In 1909. In that year 
they sold Great Britain, Germany and 
other countries 3,850,264,295 pounds of 
cotton for only $230,442,415. That is, 
in the year ending June 30, 1910, they 
sold 644,000,000 pounds less cotton 
for . $220,000,000 more money than 
they had done 12 years before when 


prices.” This is why they hurrah for 
the educational uhion and the multi- 
plication table. 

As official figures of this kind are 
in reach of all who know how to 
reach for them, the rest is all set 
down plainly in another column, also 
in very easy reach. It shows that in 
this same time the number of spindles 
in the cotton factories of the United 
States increased from 17,450,000 to 
over 28,000,000. 

There is a-net increase reported of 
over 10,000,000 at the lowest in the 
United States alone. The cotton they 
demand for spinning increased in the 
same time from 3,465,000 bales a year 
to 5,241,000, while the total number 
of .— produced in the South this 


year is expected to be about, the same 
as 12 years ago. 
To figure out 16-cent cotton as a 


mathematical certainty, nothing moro 


is needed except the figures of all the 
spindles outside the United States and 
the amount of cotton they must have. 
While these figures can come only 
from the Master Spinners Associa- 
tions, it is known that the increase 
in the number of outside spindles has 
been greater in numbers than in the 


United States. It is now reported at * 


over 134,000,000 as an increase from 
98,000,000 12 years ago, with no 
corresponding increase now aver- 
aged in the world’s supply of cotton. 
Means An Extra s600, 000. 

From this it appears that on the 
mathematics of the situation, with 
the union price of cotton fixed in 
advance at 16 cents for the average 
unti] Sept. 1, 1911, the rest is a mat- 
ter of long division on 16-cent cotton, 
with the extra cent mathematically 
certain to bring the cotton states at 
least an extra $60,000,000. 

In everything about cotton, hows 
ever, there are unmathematical cer- 
tainties which in any given year, day 
or month in it, may be as important 
as the mathematical, if not miore so. 

One of the things which cannot go 
into any table of statistics, is the 
way men feel, when they are opposing 
each other in a great struggle, with 
millions at stake. This is called the 
“personal equation.” It was what op- 
erated when an expert in cotton in 
New York, who knew all the mathe- 
matical certainties, reached into the 
drawer of his desk, drew out a re- 
volver and shot himself through the 
heart. As this occurred in one of the 
“Sully years” in cotton, it is only one 
of many things more or less like it, 
which may develop suddenly when 
2,500,000 people, more or less, in the 
United States, are matching their

Likewise was he amazed 
when word was brought to him that 
the Sheriff, and not Turner’s kins- 
men, proposed to take the matter in 
hand. And by the man who brought 
him this news he sent back the sin- 
ister challenge to Sheriff Tom Hud- 
son: 

“Bring two coffins, 
an’ one fer you!” 

“Bad Jake” Noble had’ shot and 
killed Wesley Turner, Jailor at 
Jacson. This was not the first time 
he had killed a man. 

At least three other sudden deaths 
are credited to him. As with so 
many other “killers“ in “Bloody 
Breathitt” in the past Bad Jake 
had been in the habit, after getting 
his man, of retiring to his mountain 
haunts among his relatives, there 
to remain until the talk aroused by 
his latest outbreak had died away.

Such incidents may

RICKER of the. Philosophy 

Department of the Harvard 
faculty recently advanced the origi- 
nal suggestion that a great many 
persons, both men and women, are 
physically and temperamentally un- 
fit to operate motor vehicles, except 
at the lowest possible rate of speed 
on wide highways. 

Prof. Ricke~ says: “Any. sane in- 
dividual can handle a car along the 
country road with comparative safety 
to himself and the: few who may 
be near him. The greater number 
of automobiles, however, are to be 
found. in our congested city streets. 
It is positively fatiguing to the aver- 
age automobilist to drive his ma- 
chine through the streets of a large 
city for any length of time. 

People are no longer frightened 
by his raucous or ear-piercing horns, 
and often give him just cause for 
anger by their behavior. The young- 
ster, too, can never be *ounted on, 
and the greenest chauffeur soon 
learns after half a dozen narrow 
escapes that ten miles an hour ‘s 
fast enough when little tots are to 
be seen in the streets, or even on 
the curbstones within 20 yards. 
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* react quickly to these objects about 


him and this reaction often involves 
two or more distinct movements. 
It is a well-known fact in psychol 
ogy that certain individnals will 
show a remarkably quick reaction 
time when only one movement is 
demanded, but that when two or 
more movements are. necessary some 
individuals are as helpless as a par- 
alytic to make the second and third 
efforts. 

“It seems that in such cases all 
the surplus nervous energy is di- 
rected along the path which causes 
the first movement and none remains 
for the subsequent ones. Such in- 
dividuals are obviously not com- 
petent to. drive motor vehicles where 
a thoughtless youngster may try to 
run across the street in front of a 
passing automobile and suddenly 
\realize the impossibility of succeed- 
ing attempts to turn : 

“The natural movement of the 
chauffeur. would be to turn in and 
pass behind the boy, but the unex- 
pected action of the youngster places 
him directly in front of the machine 
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and quick work must follow. The 
emergency brake must be put on, 
the clutch released or the reverse 
set in, together with a skillful hand. 
ling of the steering wheel, and all 
these activities apparently simulta- 
neous, Where would a slow reaction- 
ist be in such. a predicament?

The Treasury Department is in- 
stalling in Washington a half-@Ozen 
washing machines, and intends laun- 
dering in them a Dill’on dollars in 
paper money a year, thereby saving 
the Government a million or more 
dollars spent each 12-month in mak- 
ing new money. 

Heretofore it has been the policy 
of the Government to destroy its 
soiled money and give out crisp, now 
bills in fits place. But Treacury offi- 
clals have been experimenting with 
the washing machine and have found 
that the soled bills may be 
put though the suds, disinfected, 
starched and froned, and turned back 
to the bank “as good as new.” It is 
held by some that they are “better 
than when first made,” for they have 
a softness and pliability that lends 
itself more agreeably to the touch. 

The plant necessary in the laun- 
dering of the soiled money is now 
being installed in the Treasury De- 
partment and will soon be in opera- 
tion. When it has demonstrated its 
success, others wil] be put in at the 
subtréasuries. Then any bank, when 
its money gets dirty, may send it to 
the nearest money laundry and get it 
back immaculate. 

The Treasury f‘gures for last year 
show that $1,183,000,00in soilea bills 
were redeemed by new ones, There 
were some 200,000,000 individual] bills 
in this amount. Eighty per cent of 
them, or 160,000,000, were amenable to 
the discipline of being washed.
